(1) Thet the Contractor will be permitted to erect and maintain a
portable scaffold o be moved from time to time within the above described
working space as the work requires, enclosing same with a suitable barricade
and to protect pedestrians and cars from all harm or damage during the progress
of the work,

(2) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricedes or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting systems for all tumnels.

(3) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materisls and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewslk or street has ceased, such
time t0 be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, meterials, equiyment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than September 5, 19590.

(4) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demend it.

(5) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Two Thousend Dollars ($2,000), which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or sbuse of the privileges granied the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and
all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during
the construction work and shall further guerantee the construction of a
walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.
